Klintworth questioned/argued whether Yoshimura et al. (US 5999670) teaches an angled optical fiber having end 
surface at an acute angle other than 45 degrees from a side of the fiber in order to avoid saturation of said opto- 
electronic device, 

The Examiner stated that first there is a problem of restriction with original presentation in which originally examined 
apparatus claims are replaced with method claims; secondly, as shown in at least fig. 23, an angled fiber, less than 45 
degree, which has output profile which is not saturated and that all claimed limitations are taught by the prior art. 
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
